“This proposed new _ build- 
ing,” Postmaster Morey said, 


“will replace the existing fa- 
cilities located at 560 Oak 
Grove avenue.” 

Specifications call for a strue- 
ture containing approximately 
24,635 sq. ft. with a 1550 sq. ft. 
outside loading platform and 
46,310 sq. ft. of space for park- 
ing and truck maneuvering. 

The postoffice department 
has obtained an option on the 
site for the proposed build- 
_ing. The option to purchase 


the property will be go 
ferred to the successful bid- 
der on the leased building. 
The site is located on the 
northerly line of Bohannon 
drive, approximately 117 feet 
east of Marsh road. 

The postmaster said prospec- 
tive bidders on the lease should 
contact Regional Real Estate 
Officer James T. Ward, 79 New 
Montgomery street, San Fran- 
cisco. 

Postmaster Morey quoted re- 
gional postal operations direc- 
tor Verne Scoggins of San 
Francisco as saying that ‘“signi- 
ficant progress now is evident 
in the postal modernization 
program begun by Postmaster 
General Summerfield.” 

Under the postoffice depart- 
ment’s commercial leasing pro- 
gram, the resources and invest- 
ment funds of private enter- 
prise are utilized to obtain 
needed postal buildings.

Air Pollution Controllers 
Should Do Own Policing 


The Bay Area Air Pollution Control District recently 
showed signs of becoming what a large, area-wide agency 
shouldn't be. It did this by asking that Menlo Park, for 
one, enforce its policies and laws for it. 


While it is true that an overlap of police forces — 
Menlo Park’s and the BAAPCD’s inspectors, in this case — 
might seem a little strange, it really isn’t. 


The detection of practices illegal under the air pollu- 
tion control laws in many cases might require special 
detection techniques, special training and a viewpoint dif- 
ferent from that of the regular law enforcement officer. 
Local police shouldn't be saddled with the job. 


The BAAPCD is collecting a tax rate, with which it 
maintains offices and officials who assertedly draw up and 
enforce the laws designed to keep as many pollutants out 
of the air as possible. 


If they can’t do the job they should get out of the 
business.

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Municipal Report: 


Theoretical Discussions Show Lots of Possibilities 


Every once in a while, the 
boys at city hall find them- 
selves engaging in those large, 
theoretical discussions about 
attitudes and practices which 
don’t exist, but which are fun 
to speculate upon. 

In the case of the adminis- 
trators, the theoretical prac- 
tices naturally concern the op- 
eration of city government and, 
with a little thought, one can 
envision all sorts of confusion, 
inefficiency and corruption 
resulting from each. 

Below are some of the types 
of government which have 
been identified in some of 
these theoretical discussions. 
None of them will ever be 
used, you are entitled to hope: 
Government by Editorial. 

In this one, a city council 
and administration do every- 
thing suggested—nay, demand- 
ed—in the flowery phrases or 
penetrating paragraphs of the 
local newspaper editorial writ- 
er. 

This is clearly stupid. An ed- 
itorial writer, by definition, is 
as person “sometimes in error 
but seldom in doubt.” 

The true fact is that very 
few newspaper editors have 
that large body of exact knowl- 
edge about everything which 
their offerings would indicate 
they have. 

They might, however, have 
been around town long enough 
to anticipate an intelligent 
course of action and gauge the 
approach to it. With a little 
clever writing, they can make 
what finally happens appear 
to have been their idea in the 
first place. 

As an experiment, it would 
be interesting to see a city gov- 
ernment run “by editorial” for 
a couple of months, but by that 
time it’s likely the populace 
would either leave town, or 
suggest that the editor did. 
Government by Petition. 

It was suggested that the city 
was leaning in this direction a 
while back, when the city plan- 
ners and planning commission 
reconsidered a building per- 
mit for a collapsible radio an- 
tenna, on the basis of a docu- 
ment signed by the neighbors. 

This one, actually, is physic- 
ally possible. Every neighbor- 
hood, according to the experi- 
ence of those who have worked 
in city government, has at 
least one person who is ready, 
willing, and able to pass peti- 
tions around at the drop of a 
hat. 

Petitions demand everything 
from stop signs at specified 
corners to construction of ma- 
jor street projects, and prayers 
for new parks or swimming 
pools at specified locations in 


town. 

The school district, in Menlo 
Park, gets a share of the load 
of petitions which the circula- 
tars promote, too. These run 
the gamut from comments on 
how buses should be routed to 
calls for sweeping changes in 
the curriculum. 

On the face of it, it also has 
the advantage of looking demo- 
cratic as all get out. It isn’t 
though, because in practice 
most petitions are designed to 
serve the demands of a special 
interest group. 

Another major defect of this 
one is that it would probably 
drive the city to the financial 
wall in a couple of months. 
Most petition passers have 
something in mind in the way 
of capital outlay.

Another form suggested by 
a city council action of the year 
drawing to a close. A large, 
partisan audience wanted the 
city to allow night parking on 
the streets earlier this year, 
and succeeded, actually, in get- 
ting a 90-day moratorium on 
enforcement of the law ban- 
ning such parking. 

Clearly, government by pack- 
ed house would be possible if 
the present city council wasn’t 
willing to hear itself criticized. 
The city council chambers hold 
about 100 people, stacked to 
the doors, and if these are all 
determined and partisan they 
can make a lot of unpleasant 
noise. 

This, too, is a form of pres- 
sure which looks democratic, 
but isn’t. Enough people to fill 
the council chambers can be 
rounded up in a couple of days 
of determined work at the tele- 
phone by a handful of organiz- 
ed pressurizers. They pre-empt 
chairs which otherwise might 
be filled by those opposing 
them, hence they eliminate the 
chance for representative de- 
bate. 

Government by 
Managerial Fiat 


To make this one work, it 
would be necessary for the top 
paid executives to anticipate 
the ideas of the elected coun- 
cilmen, running the city in 
keeping with their own ideas 
but making it seem to the elect- 
ed officials that they were, 
really, in the driver’s seat. 

This could work, too, if the 
council proved willing to ac- 
cept repeated reports that 
“things are going along 
smoothly” and neithtr investi- 
gated anything or initiated any 
project. 

There are several devices 
which can be brought into play 
to make this workable. 

These include keeping coun- 
cilmen’s attention riveted, for 
months each year, to real ima- 
gined ‘budget problems” fea- 
turing a host of funds and clas- 
sifications. 

They also include the prac- 
tice of dividing the council up 
into subcommittees which ar- 
gue interminably about minor 
“items of policy.” 

Another is the glad-hand 
routine, whereby administra- 
tors spend more time telling 
the council and public that ev- 
erything’s going fine, than 
thye do at their desks. 

With this one, though, comes 
the disconcerting reality that 
the town is actually being run 
by the secretaries and other 
minor employees—which real- 
ly isn’t very flattering to the 
type who'd initiate such a sys- 
tem in the first place.

The requests are not cita- 
tions, Chief George Potter said, 
but boys and girls receiving 
them will be invited to the po- 
lice station for special safety 
instruction. 

Issuance of the. request has 
been instituted in view of the 
number of bicycles now being 
operated on the heavily-travel- 
led streets of the city, Chief 
Potter said. 

He added that a letter has 
been prepared for distribution 
to children through the 
schools. 


Scattering 
Of Diseases 
Reported Here 


A scattering of communica- 
ble diseases were reported last 
month from the south county, 
according to the regular 
monthly statistical report of 
the county health department. 

No single ailment cropped 
up in a sufficient number of 
incidences to be characterized 
as an outbreak, however. 

In Menlo Park itself there 
were found two cases of chick- 
en pox, three cases of gonor- 
rhea, one case each of mumps, 
syphilis and salmonellosis, two 
streptococcal infections and 
three cases of pertussis. 

Nearby unincorporated ar- 
eas reported one case each of 
chicken pox, hepatitis, mea- 
sles and tuberculosis, two cases 
each of streptococcal infection 
and syphilis and six cases of 
gonorrhea. 

A single disease incidence, a 
case of streptococcal infection, 
was reported from Atherton. 

Single cases of streptococcal 
infection and syphilis were re- 
ported from Woodside. 


Sierra Promotes 
Gerald Olmsted 


The appointment of Gerald 

W. Olmsted as purchasing ag- 
ent of the Sierra Electronic di- 
vision of Phileo Corporation 
was announced this week by W. 
Feldscher, division vice presi- 
dent and general manager. 
, A native of Los Angeles and 
a graduate of Stanford Univer- 
sity, he spent six years with 
Ampex Corporation, Redwood 
City, in purchasing and engi- 
neering capacities prior to 
joining Sierra. 


The measures have. been 
boiled down to 15 proposi- 
tions by the DA’s staff study 
but it is more than likely 
that more consolidating will 
be done before the items 
are ready for the ballot. 
While many or even most of 
the charter changes are tech- 
nical to conform to néw 
state or county regulations, 
the issues have some “hot” 
labels and can be assured to 
result in some arguments be- 
fore voting time. 


It is now planned to hold the 
special election in conjunction 
with the school balloting in 
April. 

Probably one of the most no- 
table changes to go to the vot- 
ers would be a provision cal- 
ling for the board of supervi- 
sors to appoint “within two 
years from effective date of 
section» and within two years 
after release of each decennial 
Federal census a Supervisorial 
District Re-districting Commis- 
sion.” 


The commission would con- 
sist of at least five members 
and the county clerk as an ex- 
officio non - voting member. 
This commission would rec- 
commend changes in. district 
boundary lines to conform to 
census figures and calls for a 
four-fifths vote of the board 
for approval. 


This change is undoubtedly 
due, but it may find the Coast- 
side section without its strictly 
local representative on the 
board. The huge population 
growth on the Bay side’ may 
force areas on the Coast to be 
joined to districts on this side. 

In other words, we can see 
the supervisorial » districts 
more or less running about 
straight across the county 
from east to west. That is on- 
ly a guess, but the census fig- 
ures show such a trend. 


Probably one of the most 
controverisal issues will be the 
amendment that would ‘‘allow” 
the board of supervisors to di- 
yide the huge Health and Wel- 
fare department into two bur- 
eaus. The Social Welfare sec- 
tion of the health department 
has long sought such a change, 
but the higher “brass” opposes 
it. 

There is one thing we are 
sure would happen if such'a 
move is approved: it would re- 
sult in even higher costs to the 
taxpayer, which should ‘be 
avoided if at all possible. 

Of course, there is the us- 
ual plan that would make 
most of our county officials 
appointive instead of elec- 
tive. 

One provision would make 
this change for the county 
clerk, recorder and tax collec- 
tor while the second would 
give appointive status to the 
coroner, engineer and treasur- 
er. The supervisors likely 
would consolidate these two 
recommendations into one bal- 
lot measure. 

Here again we find the move 
to take more of the decisions 
of government away from the 
people and hand them to the 
board of supervisors or county 
manager. In days gone by we 
had an elected county execu- 
tive (manager) and it was wise 
to change this administrative 
job although we opposed it at 
one time. Too, much politics 
and wrangling developed be- 
tween the board and manager 
to get anything done. But there 
is no such situation in regards 
these other officials. We have 
always felt that the depart- 
ment heads who are responsi- 
ble directly to the people do a 
better job and there is less 
chance for the return to pa- 
tronage. 

Hiaden away in another 
section is a provision that 
would “repeal Section I, Ar- 
ticle VIII prohibiting the in- 
crease or decrease in com- 
pensation for any elective 
county or township official 
during his term.” This is:a 
change elective officials have 
sought to keep their salaries 
in line with members of their 
staff. In some cases the first 
assistant to an elective offi- 
cial draws about as much as 
his “boss.” Ri: 

Getting down to the issue 
that created such a furor a few 
years ago, the new charter 
amendment provides “Instead 
of limiting the prohibition of 
the board of supervisors to dis- 
turbing the relationship of sal- 
ary schedules so adopted by 
the Civil Service Commission, 
the board of supervisors sptei- 
fically may not change the pay 
schedules recommended by. the 
commission except by a. uni- 
form increase or decreasé by 
percentages applicable .to all
